At 2a.m,. this morning, the British naval units closed 
in on the "Exodus" and despatchad a boarding party, The »varty was 
taken prisoner by the refugees after which the warships opened fire, 
Gas-bombs and water—hcoses were also used in the attack which re- 
sulted in une Jaw being killed and 105 wounded, A number of holes 
were nade in the sides cf the refugee vessel by the warshivs and 
water began to pur in very rapidly. After transmitting an-8.0.S. 
Message, th? refugecs managed to make temporary repairs to the 
stricken ship and began pumping water out, 

Haganah headquarters released the text of the wireless 
hessagses received during the night from the ship's captain, re~- 
vealing the minutes cf the dramatic struggle between the Britigh 
Navy and the desperate Jowish refugees, Here are extracts from the 
Messages:
